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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-8, filed 1 5 May 2007, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 7, 9, 1 1 , 12 and 1 5 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as anticipated 
by Schmidt (US 6,122,537) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
§102(b) rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11, 12 and 15 has been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 6-8, filed 15 May 2007, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 7, 9, 1 1 , 12 and 1 5 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
unpatentable over Schmidt in view of Rostislavovich et al. (US 6,208,286) or in view of 
Sharp et al. (US 4,958,638) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 

§1 03(a) rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11, 12 and 15 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11, 12 and 15-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicants clarified that the prior art of record analyzes changes in a 
reflected signal related to gross changes in surface geometry movement of the object 
only, assuming a constant resistivity of the object. The instant invention, conversely, 
removes the signal related to surface movement in order to analyze the concurrent 
signal related to the time dependent electrochemical properties of the object's heart as it 
relates to the EKG. This feature allows the instant invention to be applied to objects that 
are in motion, whereas the prior art inventions rely on a stationary subject. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
